Copy  of  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education,  Toronto, 

October  1st, 19 14, 

"  That  whereas  certain  professors  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  have  complained  to  this  Board  of  the  language  used  by 
Principal  Hagarty  in  a  recent  address  to  his  pupils  on  the 
subject  of  the  present  war,  this  Board,  after  due  enquiry  and 
consideration  finds  as  follows: 

(1)  That  Mr.  Hagarty  did  not  use  unduly  strong  language  in 
dsnounoing  the  barbarism  displayed  by  the  Oermens  in  this  war 
but  that  on  the  contrary  he  did  only  his  plain  duty  in  explain¬ 
ing  to  his  pupils  the  causes  of  the  war  and  oondemning  the 
atrocious  manner  of  carrying  it  on. 

f£)  That  as  Members  of  this  Board  of  Education,  holding, 
as  wo  do.  Industrious,  law-abiding  Gormans  in  this  city  in  the 
highest  esteem,  nevertheless,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
action  of  Professor  Mueller,  Professor  Squair  and  others  in 
making  this  attack  upon  Mr.  Hagarty  was  unjustifiable  and  calls 
for  the  severest  censure  and  we  commend  Mr.  Hagarty  for  his 
teaching  of  the  principles  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to  our 
Empire  and  its  interests,  in  our  schools. 

The  Board  believes  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Provincial 
Government  and  the  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto  to 
enquire  into  the  conduct  of  these  professors  and  to  require 
them  to  retract  publicly  the  language  they  have  used  entirely 
upon  hearsay  evidence,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  Provincial  Government  and  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  University  of  Toronto***

Sation?.  in  clays  for  the  Oorrinior  Governirent,  wficn  hah  at  that  tire 
no  laboratories  of  its  own  for  this  ruroose.  The  University  glahly  save 
K'r.  Keele  the  srace  he  reauirea  anh  in  return  Vr.  Keele  save  a  certain 
affount  of  instruction  in  Ceraricc  to  stuients  in  Acclieo  Science.  This 
fltteh  in  aorrlratly  with  cor  desiro  to  rreet  the  reouest  cf  the  Clay 
Aorkers’  Asscciatton  to  crevice  instruction  in  Ceramics.  They  had  on 
eovdral  eccaslcr?  core  to  Ins  University  asxing  for  the  extension  of  our 
work,  anr5  derutaticr.s  r.lso  arreared  before  the  Governiront,  I  balievs, 
Toronto  is  a  rarticularly  sood  centre  for  the  develoonsnt  cf  instruction 
in  such  an  industry.  The  University  hao  Jiade  strong  renresentations  to 
the  Decartftert  cf  Vines  in  Ottawa  ter  the  continuance  of  Vr.  Keele's  work 
in  Tcrontc,  but  this  has  only  ceen  oeriiltted  froti  year  to  year,  the 
Departfrent  taking  the  cosltior  that  it  desired  the  work  to  be  done  at  its 
OWL  laboratories  at  Ot.tawa*  Ac  believe,  however,  that  Tcrontc  is  a 
better  centre  than  Ottawa,  and  by  keening  the  work  here  tne  University 
fill  also  benefit.  To  cursue  aucti  a  policy  as  tnis  the  Dotrinlon 

Governaent  would  only  ce  acting  in  line^  with  what  it  has  done  before  in

using  the  laboratories  of  McGill  and  Queen’s  for  various  investigations, 
conseauently  there  woula  be  no  denarture  frofi  crinci cle',  and  at.  the  satre 
tiiTOi  the  clairrs  of  the  Doirinion  Clay  .Vorkersf  Association  for  instruction 
would  be  cartly  net,  and  at  a  tine  when  the  finances  of  the  University 
are  such  that  it  is  inpossicle  for  t.ne  Goveirnors  to  nake  further  expansion 
in  this  line.  T  need  hardly  call  your  attention  to  the  tact  that 
this  is  one  of  the.  very  few  ways  in  which  the  Sorrinion  nay  help  education 
indirectly  and  repay  sorre  of  the  debt  that  is  due  to  the  Province  which 
cy  its  educational  efforts  is  increasing  the  revenue  of  the  Doninicn.

Sir , 

I  heg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March  13th 
with  enclosure  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Hearst ,  Prime  Minister  of  Ontario, 
relating  to  the  retention  of  Mr.  Keele,  clay  specialist,  in  Toronto. 

If  I  had  known  sooner  that  the  Ontario  authorities  desired 
to  keep  Mr.  Keele  in  Toronto  it  might  have  been  arranged,  hut  I  am 
afraid  it  is  too  late  now.  The  Department  is  now  engaged  in  fitt¬ 
ing  up  a  Ceramic  Laboratory  in  the  Sussex  St.  Mines  Building  here 
and  all  the  machinery  and  other  requisites  were  ordered  some  time 
ago  and  have  either  arrived  or  are  on  the  way. 

Mr.  Keele ’s  work  on  the  clays  of  Western  Ontario  will  not 
be  curtailed  by  moving  his  headquarters  to  Ottavm.  It  is  the  in¬ 
tention  to  provide  him  with  a  good  laboratory,  give  him  extra 
assistance  and  put  him  in  a  position  to  deal  adequately  with  the 
: important  clay  industry  in  the  way  of  both  field  and  laboratory 
investigations. 

The  Department  is  under  obligations  to  '-l-'oronto  Univer¬ 
sity  for  allowing  Mr.  Keele  to  use  their  Laboratory  but  the  arrange¬ 
ment  was  only  intended  to  be  a  temporary  one.  Opportunities  for 
co-operation  with  the  University  in  other  lines  of  investigation 
will,  I  have  no  doubt,  occur  in  the  future.  At  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Parks  of  Toronto  University  is  making  an  investigation  of 
building  stones  for  the  Department.

Sir: 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,  held  on  Friday,  March  12th,  a  coiamunication 
was  read  from  Dr  James  Loudon,  the  representative  of  the 
Senate  on  the  Board  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art.  In 
this  communication  Dr  Loudon  states  that,-  "The  reduction 
in  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the  College  amounts  to 
more  than  50  per  cent,  with  the  result  that  the  Staff  is 
nov/  forced  to  conduct  their  v/ork  in  a  few  crowded  rooms 
in  the  west  half  of  the  third  storey  of  the  building. 

Jhat  this  means  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  there  are 
now  148  students  in  attendance,  divided  into  the  following 
classes 

"Elementary . .65  Costume . 25" 

Antique... . 26  Life . 50 

Uodelling . 19  Design . 24 

Dr  Loudon  also  states  that  the  action  of  the  Government 
was  taken  without  any  notice  being  given  to  the  College. 

He  requested  the  Senate  to  join  with  other  bodies,  represented 
on  the  Council,  in  expressing  to  the  irremier  and  the  Minister 


of  Education  its  sense  of  the  great  value  to  the  frovince 
of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art.  and  in  urging  that  this  young 
and  struggling  Institution,  v/hich  is  filling  a  most  important 
gap  in  the  educational  system  of  Ontario,  should  he  given 
adequate  space  for  its  work.  The  Senate  unanimously  agreed 

to  support  Dr  Loudon’s  request,  and  I  was  instructed  to  express 
to  you  their  strong  hope  that  you  will  provide  larger  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  Ontario  College  of  Art,  so  that  it  may  continue 
and  even  increase  the  valuable  work  which  it  is  doing  for  the 
Province.  This  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  do.
